The American people have had many 
object lessons on the folly of protection, 
but none ‘more impressive than that 
which the Sugar Trust is now presenting. 

As the World, in the article published 
in the Post-Dispatch, pointed out, the 
Sugar Trust holds $75,000,000 of fiat 
wealth—capitalization representing not 
one dollar of actual investment. The 
real investment is $10,000,000, yet the 
trust expects to eatn dividends on $75,- 
000,000 more. Its dividends on the plant 
investment ranged in the past two years 
from 150 to 165. Its actual earnings are 
estimated by the New York Journal of 
Commerce at about 260 per 

The officers of this monster cOmbine re- 
ceive salaries which range from $75,000 
to $25,000 a year. Great sums have been 
made by those who control its stock by 
gambling in the market. 

President Havemeyer testified that 
sugar could be refined here more cheaply 
than anywhere else. The statistics of 
the cost of production show that it is 6 
cents cheaper in this country than in 
Germany. Although receiving bounty 
from the Government ostensibly for the 
benefit of American labor, it employs the 
cheapest foreign workmen and pays the 
lowest wages for killing work. 

This great monapoly which has made 
enormous fortunes for its owners out of 
nothing and pays fortunes annually in 
salaries to its officers not only enjoys a 
bounty from the Government, but de- 
mands that the bounty be continued. It 
bribed both political parties and con- 
trolied the legislation of the nation 
*hrough corrupt influences in order to re- 
tain this bounty. In response to a threat 
to deprive it of governmental favor it 
throws 50,000 men out of employment on 
the absurd plea that it cannot operate 
its refineries at a profit. 

This creature which the Government 
has nourished now throttles it. The his- 
tory of the Sugar Trust shows what 
menace to honest government and the 
general welfare there is in granting leg- 
islative privileges to private interests. 
The issue now is whether the trust or

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AN OLD-FASHIONED Woman. 


In the brief sketch of the late Princess 
Bismarck which appeared in the news- 
papers were interesting excerpts from 
two letters, one written by the Princess 
and the other by Prince Bismarck. The 


Princess wrote to a friend: 


That my husband is a public character 
is a fact Ae which I often find it painful 
enough to resi myself. But as for me 
his wife, what have I to do with publicity? 
I do not exist for publicity, but wholly and 
solely for hm. 

In a letter to an intimate friend years 
before the Princess passed away Prince 
Bismarck wrote: 

I say to you, as I never tire of saying 
to all my friends, that you cannot 2 
even a little bit what my wife has made 
of me. To her is due all the credit. In 
the midst of my most serious troubles she 
has always maintained the dignity of her 
position, and encouraged me where I mow 
that otherwise I should have faltered. he 
is ever the Princess, true and devoted. 


Paul Lindau sums up the highest trib- 
ute he can pay the memory of the Prin- 


cess in these words: 


She warmed the home with the sunny 
simplicity of her nature, and when storms 
were raging wildly without, she afforded 
her weary and sorely tried husband a com- 
fortable corner wherein to forget the ex- 
citements and troubles, days to take inno- 
cent pleasure in life amid the home circle, 
and to collect his strength for renewed ef- 
forts. In this way the Princess played indi- 
rectly a part in politics that was not un- 
important, filling the warlike Chancellor 
with an irrepressible joy in life, and in- 
defatigable courage for the fray. 


We have here a picture of the old- 
fashioned wife, the helpmeet, who 
merged herself, her ambitions, her ener- 
gies in her husband and her home, from 
three standpoints—the wife's, the hus- 


band’s and the observer’s. It is far 
away from the advanced ideas 80 
loudly preached by the apostles of the 


“New Woman” gospel, who look with 
contempt upon the devotion of wife and 
mother as a trivial waste of female en- 
ergies and a cruel immolation of woman- 
hood on the altar of marriage, and who 
regard the self-constituted preceptor 
of the moral, mental and physical uni- 
verse as the only office worth woman's 
attention. 

What Bismarck would have been with- 
out the tender devotion of his wife and 
the peaceful home she made for him it 
is impossible to tell. We must accept the 
testimony of himself and his friends as 
to their value. To this may be added the 
testimony of many men who have 
achieved greatness as to the service of 
wifely devotion in their work, and the 
teaching of common sense that grooming 
and care and rest are as necessary to the 
success of a man in the struggle of life 
as to the success of a race horse on the 
turf or of an athlete in the field. 

We may leave it to the New Woman 
to prove, if she can, that the Princess 
Bismarck could have done better work, 
gained finer reward or nobler immortal- 
ity if she had existed for publicity and 
not Wwholly and solely for him“ who was 
the master architect of the modern Ger- 
man Empire. 


THE GREAT AMERICAN NOVGL. 


Fiver since America began to have any 
literary consciousness there has been a 
steady demand for a “great American 
novel —a novel which should give a 
faithful and yet artistic picture of our 
vast and manifold life. This demand 
was voiced in one of Hawthorne's ear- 
liest stories, written more than fifty 
years ago. But, though frequently 
called for from many quarters, the 
„great American novel” does not seem 
to have appeared. This seems at first 
sight to be a case where the laws of 
supply and demand do not apply. 

But, perhaps, as is often the case, the 
supply for this persistent and eminently 
proper demand has been coming, though 
in another form from the one expected. 
When we consider the vast extent of 
our country, the various conflicting in- 
terests therein and the countless varie- 
ties of race and character, the “great 
American novel,” in order to be at all 
adequate, would not only pass beyond 
the limits of the standard “three-volume 
novel,” but practically require a small 
library. And the “great American nov- 
elist,“ instead of being an individual, 
must be a conglomerate of many indi- 
viduals. 

Such a state of affairs is actually oc- 
curring in the American literary world. 
The great individual and the marvelous, 
all-including volume has not yet arrived, 
but a host of “local novelists,” increas- 
ing in numbers and excellence day by 
day, are building up that library of fic- 
tion which will compose the “great 
American novel.” And with Bret Harte 
for the far West, and Mary Wilkins for 
the “Down Easters;“ with Hamlin Gar- 
land and his dreary but absolutely 
truthful pictures of Northwestern farm 
life, and Kate Chopin, with her sunny, 
delicious and artistic but equally truth- 
ful sketches of the Bayou Folk“; with 
Miss Murfree’s invthe Tennesee moun- 
tains, and Thomas Nelson Page in “Ole 
Virginia,” and with other writers whose 
work is rapidly rising into the realm of 
art, that conglomerate personage, “the 
great American novelist,” is being con-

The Charge Made bya Defeated Candi. 
date in Macon County. 


MACON, Mo., Dec. 1—Maj. Samuel J. 
Wilson, late Republican candidate for 
County Clerk ot this (Macon) county, who 
was defeated by Paul J. Burton, Demo- 
crat, by a plurality of 21 votes, to-day in- 
stituted contest proceedings against Mr. 
Burton, returnable at the April term of the 
Macon Circuit Court. Maj. Wilson charges 
that ninety-nine ballots legally cast for 
him were thrown, out; that 225 illegal and 
fraudulent votes were cast and counted for 
Mr.. Burton; that nineteen fraudulent votes 
were cast for Burton because they were 
not numbered before putting them in the 
ballot-box, and that sixty-one unnatural- 


ized foreigners voted for Burton; that fifty- 
nine voters not residents of this State one 
year voted for Burton; that twelve voters 
under age voted for Burton; that thirty- 
five voters voted in the wrong precinct for 
Burton; that two ex-convicts not pardoned 
voted for Burton. He demands 135 votes for 
Burton in Middle Fork Township be thrown 
out because the ballot-boxes there were 
illegally opened and several ballots taken 
out by voters and changed and recast by 
them, and charges the polls in that town- 
ship were reopened after 6 o’clock p. m. 
and one voter allowed to vote for Burton;

A STRIKE EXPERT.

— 


Ths Addrass Delivered by Labor Com- 
* missioner Carroll D. Wright. 


New Tonk, Dec. 1.—Carroll D. Wright, La- 
bor Commissioner of Massachusetts and a 
member of the Commission appointed by 
President Cleveland to inquire into the re- 
gent Pullman strike, delivered an interest- 
ing address iast night before the Brooklyn 
Young Men’s Christian Association. His 
subject was Good and Bad in Strikes. 
When he concluded, the members dis- 
cussed his propositions and askea him 
questions, which he answered promptly and 
tothe point. Ex-United States District At- 
torney Tenney presided, during the dis- 
cussion. Mr. Wright began by saying that 
the subject of strikes at this time was a tick- 
lish one. One ofthe witnesses before the 
Strike Commission in Chicago, he said, had 
summed up strikes inthis way: ‘‘The man 
who gets $1 a day wants $1.25; he who gets 
$5 wants $10; he who gers $5,000 a yeanwants 
$10,000, and he who gets $10,000 wants the 
earth.’’ 

The question, Mr. Wright said, that was 
most important was, How shall man reach 
a higher standard of life?’’ He claimed that 
one struggle foilowed the other in order to 
tet the necessities aud luxuries of life, but 
how long these struggles would continue no 
ome could tell, in fact it would never be 
solved, but the idea could be improved 
to help man on his upward career. 
He then explained the reasons which 
are so well known, of how the labering man 
wanted more wages, while the capitalist 
wants to pay less, in order that his invest- 
ment would become better. Strikes, he 
said, were protests against any present or 
expected troubles; strikes was a harsh term, 


but it was the term best known; it conveyed 
the right meaning. Ali goodness to nations 
and the ple, he sald, came through 
contests of some kind, and uo great advanee- 
ments were made in any country unless 
from some kind ofacontest.

was stated that no poison of the character 
mentioned had been bought for a long time. 

Athough one of the dogs is said to have 
died peacefully all the others died in spasms 
such as would be caused by Paris Green. 
No analysis of the stomachs were made nor 
was any autopsy held. 

Some months ago a similar epidemic of 
dog poisoning occurred in the same vicin- 
ity, and the residents think it is all done 
by the same dastard who throws the poison 
about without any cause other that that 
he is actuated by a spirit of pure inhuman 
brutality.

The law is very strict about custody of 
ballots, ballot boxes and poll books th 
before and after the election; and vast 
pains are taken to insure that secrecy in 
the #lection which the Australian law 
contemplates. The poll books are placed 
in one box and the ballots in the other 
when they are delivered to the judges; and 
each judge carries but one key to each 
box. Both judges must be on hand be- 
fore either box can be opened, and the 
locking and unlocking duet goes on all day, 
as the boxes are changed from the receiving 
to the counting table, as the law demands 
an r* count. When the count in the 
polling place is ended, the ballots must all 
go into one box, and the poll books into the 
other, and must be returned by the judges 
in person to the Recorder. The latter, on 
the night of election, receives both sets of 
boxes and after comparing the key num- 
bers, to make sure that no substitutions 
have been made, unlocks the box that con- 
tains the poll books, and places the books 
in the safe. The box containing the bal- 
lots is not opened at all, but its keys are 
dropped through a slot into a locked box 
of which the Recorder alone has the key, 
and the boxes will not be opened, even by 
the Recorder, except on the order of 
Court, until it becomes necessary to use 
the boxes again for a general election.

ARIS, Dec. 1.—The German Emperor is 
indignant over the reflections of the French

At the head of the Hugoton faction was 
Judge Theodore S. Botkin, who became 
famed throughout the State for his per- 
sonal courage and seeming unconsciousness 
of danger.

The quarrel grew until nearly every man 
in the county was upon one side or the 
other. Fights, with minor casualties, were 
frequent. The two little cities became 
armed camps. Every man carried a 
weapon. 

In 1889 the controversy reached a climax 
in what has been known as the Hay 
Meadow Massacre. A party of Woodsdale 
men under the lead of the notorious Ed 
Short, who was Town Marshal under Mayor 
Sam Woods, determined to forcibly take 
possession of the county records at the 
Court House at Hugoton and transfer them 


to Woodsdale. There were twenty-fives 


desperate men with Short. Sam Robinson, 
City Marshal of Hugoton, met the party 
with a posse, and, after a battle, the Woods- 
dale party was driven back. 

' THE MASSACRE. 

When the news of the defeat came back 
to Woodsdale, Sheriff Cross, who lived in 
the latter place, started after Robinson 
and his party. In this Western country 
when men start on each other’s trails they 
never lose them. Sheriff Cross and his 
deputies caught * with them in the hay 
meadows of No Mans Land. Robinson's 
party was the strongest. The Sheriff and

the Rosebery government's defeat on the 
Forfarshire election has produced a very 
unfavorable impression. It is expected that 
this will be followed by another reverse in 
the division of Lincoln, which votes on next 
Friday. Now that the Redmondites have 
definitely allied themselves with the Union- 
ists, the working majority of the Govern- 
ment is reduced to 10 or 12.

JAPAN'S RELIGION, 


Kinya Oksjims, a Missionary, Lectures 
B-fore the T. M. C. A. 


Mr, Kinya Okajima, a native of Japan 
who has recently completed a course of 
study at the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Louisville, Ky., delivered a lec- 
ture at Central Branch of the T. M. C. A., 
Twenty-ninth and Pine streets, last even- 
ing on the topic Japan's Religions and 


Customs and’ Her Relations to China.“ 
Of the war with China he said: Let me 
speak now of Japan’s historical relations 
which throw light upon the present war. 
In early times, 191 A. D., Jingo Kogo, Em- 
press of Japan, invaded Corea, assisted by 
the Prime Minister, Takeno Uchino Sukunhe, 
Again in November, 1592 A. D., Gen. Taiko 
invaded Corea and some parts of China. 
Twice in 1874 and in March, 1877, the people 
of Formosa Island attacked and killed fish- 
ermen of Luchue Island, which is under 
Japanese suzerainty. These fishermen had 
been overtaken by a storm and had sought 
refuge on the island, but the inhabitants 
are quite barbarous and have no mercy in 
their hearts. Consequently Count Sagio, 
taking four warships and 3,060 men at- 
tacked Formosa in April, 1877, and the peo- 
ne submitted to Japan. But Li Hung 
hang, Viceroy of China, protested against 
this, claiming that Formosa was under the 
suzerainty of his country. Therefore the 
Japanese Government sent Count Okubo 
to China in August of the same year, and it 
was agreed that China should pay $500,000 
as sree prey In 1879, the Coreans fired at 
a Japanese survey ship, and Count Kuroda 
was sent by Japan to settle the matter. 


| Some time after this trouble Mr. Hanafusa, 


the Japanese Minister to Corea, gave some 
advice to the King about the improvement 
of his army. He was much pleased with the 
suggestion and employed several officers of 
the Japanese Army to instruct his troops, 
in the meanwhile, and send young men to 
Japen as students. Now there were many 
seclusionists in Corea, whose cry was ‘Co- 
rea for Cereans! They were displeased at 
what the King had done, and they attacked 
the palace, killing many of the King’s re- 
tainers. They then turned against the Jap- 
anese legation. Minister Hanafusa and his 
officials fought against them, but the Co- 
rean Government gave no assistance. 
Finally the members of the legation ed 
to Ningen and returned to Japan. The re- 
sult of an investigation was that Corea 
paid $500,000 to Japan. But Japan after- 
wards relented and returned $400,000, having 
compassion on the poverty of Corea.

We are confronted to-day with a most 
* Serious and difficult tegen in politica! 
evolution, a problem that invites the mos: 
careful consideration on the part of all 
who have their country’s interests at heart. 
It must be evident to even a superficial 
Observer that a change is taking place in 
our political condition. Interests and is- 
Sues that were important in past years are 
being replaced by others of an entirely 
different character. The lines which 
marked the distinction between the two 
eat parties at the close of the war are 
ing rapidly effaced and new divisions are 
„taking their place. The experiment of 
self-government, haying proved. successful 
in certain. quarters, must now be tried in 
Others. The fight for political freedom and 
the progress of humanity has assumed a 
new phase and presented new problems 
which must be squarely faced and solved 
to the best of our ability. 


NO PLACE FOR ARISTOCRATS. 

In order to correctly understand the 
situation, it must be remembered at the 
outset that America is a democracy in 
the fullest serse of the term. Not a de- 


mocracy in the sense in which the word 
is frequently applied to the Government 
of Great Britain, or France, but a de- 
mocracy of an entirely different and more 
advanced type. From the very. beginning of 
our history as a nation the fact has stood 
out conspicuously that this is a Govern- 
ment of and for the people. There is not 
a trace of aristocracy in our Constitution. 
Foreigners recognize this and try to hold 
us in contempt for it, alleging that we are 
lacking in one of the most essential ele- 
ments of a well-knit government—a landed 
nobility, a class of persons whem the mas- 
ses can look up to and reverence as their 
superiors. On this side of the Atlantic 
such a reverence, commonly called toady- 
ism, is unknown. For while it is true that 
America contains thousands of vastly rich 
men and omen, they are not regarded by 
the people as one whit superior, though 
they may be envied for the fortunes they 
posess. 

It is quite natural 
should be ridiculed for their democracy 
by foreign aristocrats, as democracy is 
the implacable enemy, the ultimate de- 
stroyer of aristocracy. No sensible Ameri- 
ican would dare to set himself up as in 
any way superior to his fellow-citizens. 
While universal suffrage prevails it is 
Absolutely necessary that we should be 
democrats. This fact is fully appreciated 
by our practical politicians. In Congress 
no man would dream of assuming the garb 
or the slightest semblance of an aristocrat, 
for he well knows that such an assump- 
tion would prove fatal to his aspirations 
at the polls. 

The American people, therefore, being 
democrats, it is natural that they should 
desire to get the fullest possible returns 
for their labor, They have no-wish to put 


themselves on an equal footing with the 


masses in foreign countries, whose under 
paid labor is used merely as a prop to sup- 
port a useless aristocracy. They demand 
that for every dollar’s worth of work they 
should receive a dollar’s worth of recom- 
pense. They insist that their food, cloth- 
ing and necessities of life should be had for 
the lowest prices reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances. ’ 

And in order that this may be so, it is 
essential that they allow themselves to be 
furnished by the markets of the world. A 
1 tariff is in compatible with cheap 
iving. The word “cheap” has n clev- 
erly juggled with by astute and self-inter- 
ested politicians, but the eyes of the peo- 
ple have been opened and they are begin- 
ming to realize that cheapness has advan- 
tages which greatly offset the disadvan- 
tages so eloquently pointed out by the pro- 
tectionists. 

THE CAPITALIST CLASS. 

The Republican party represents the cap- 
‘{tal, business and brains and intelligence 
ot the country. I do not mean to say that 


the Democratic party is entirely lacking in 
these respects, but that the preponderance 
is with the Republicans. Like all capital- 
ists, however, overlooking the welfare of 
the people in their greed for gain, their sole 
endeavor is to concentrate all power in 
their own hands, and they exercise.that 
power to the exclusion of the masses. It is 
their object to arrange matters so that the 
laboring classes cannot conflict with the 
success of their ventures. They wish to re- 
duce their 2 to a control against which 
all opposition will be paralyzed. To illus- 
trate, the very first object that capitalists 
strive for on entering into a business 
scheme is to contrive a monopoly so that 
they may establish their own prices for 
labor, to the exclusion of the grand prin- 
ciple of demand and supply. 

This strikes at the root of the welfare of 
the people. It is utterly opposed to the 
Spirit of Democracy. Hence when under 
the existing condition of affairs the peo- 

le find themselves powerless to resist, it 

s inevitable that they should rise up and 
revolt against the party which has brought 
this condition about. This was the cause 
of the tidal wave in 1892. It is the cause 
which will sweep the Republicans out of 
power in 189. If any one should inquire 
why the people restored the Republicans to 
power in the last election I answer it was 
not that they had changed their minds, 
tut simply that their representatives had 
‘ ‘proved traitorous to the cause. 

I may pause here to dwell for a moment 
on a subject which is sadly discouraging 
to those of us who were familiar with 
Anierican politics before the wir. At that 
tiine statesmanship was on a much higher

While he is right in desiring to put 
plenty of gold in the Treasury, in order to 
inspire the confidence of Europ invest-: 
ors who are beginning to feel that we shall 
be unable to maintain a gold basis, it Wasa 
short-sighted policy that induced him to 
give wealthy bankers all the benefit of the 
issue. He should have made an appeal to 
the people for the loan. The objection to 
this plan has been offered that the Gov- 
ernment would thereby become a sort of 
national savings bank, and such a measure 
is termed populistic. But why not berrow 
the money from the people as well as from 
the bank? Under the present arrangement 
a loan will. be made banking houses, 
which will make all the profits, yet which 
will be borne by the Government; in other 
words, by the people. The latter derive ab- 
solutely no benefit from the loan. It would 
have been a great boon to have afforded 
them a safe chance for investment. 

This is another of the mistakes that tend 
to disgust the people. Mr. Cleveland has 
done much to shake off the support of faith- 
ful Democrats, and it will be some conso- 
lation to know that he will not have an op- 
portunity fora third term. With all due re- 
spect for the President, I can not but re- 
gard this as a fortunate circumstance for 
the party. The issues to be decided at the 
next election must be issues of principle, 
not of men. A Democracy, pure and unsul- 
lied, bearing the banner for the people,“ 
is being formed from the heterogenous 
mixture of parties that exists to-day. 

America is the natural battle-ground for 
the grand contention of the masses against 
the classes. Whenever there is a direct 
conflict between the power of the few and 
the power of the many, the latter has al- 
Ways won, and will always continue to win. 
We have fought many such battles in the 
past, and the results have been the attain- 
ment of a higher degree of free citizenship, 
a broader spirit of personal liberty, in spite 
of the temporary displays of avarice and 
selfish attempts at exclusive control as we 
have lately witnessed. a

A 8ERIOUS ERROR. 


How Several States Are Inconvenienced 
in Securing Surveys- 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 1. - An error has 
deen discovered in the énrolling of the sun- 
Gry civil appropriation bill for the current 
year which has seriously inconvenienced 
several States in securing surveys. 

For several years past this bill in the ap- 
propriation for the survey of pablic lands 


contained a provision that in the States of 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, Utah, Wash 
ington. Idaho and Oregon, there may be 
allowed with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior for the survey of lands heavily 
timbered. mountainous or covered with 
dense undergrowth, rates not exceeding $25 

r linear mile for standard and meander 
— per township and 3520 for section 
ines. 

This provision was Incorporated in the last 
Dill and was accepted by the Senate without 
opposition. But tt appears that io enrolling 
the bill the provision was omitted, and, us it 
was signed by the presiding Officers of both 
House and Senate and the President, the bill 
became a law without the provision. When 
the Surveyors General of the States named 
came to let contracts it was found that 
there were no surveyors who would engage 
to survey the lands deseribed in the omitted 
proviso at the regular rates. Complaints were 
made, and upon investigation it was found 
tu be purely a clerical error. It is under. 
stood that steps will “be taken to have the 
error corrected in the urgency deficiency 
bill, which will pass probably before the 
holiday recess, and contracts can be made 
for surveys to the full amount of the appro. 
priation.

Government Statistics Cover'ng the 
Peried From 1870 to 1390. 


‘ WasnircTron, D. C., Dec. 1.—Statisties of 
foreign parentage covering the period of 
1870-90 are given in detall in a census bulletin 
to-day. The whole number of persons of 
foreizn rontage in the United States in 
1890 was 20,676,046. or 82 per cent of the total 
population of 62,622,230.

The lease of power had 
by ‘the Democratic majority in Senate and 
House does not expire for three months, 
and in that time, the Democrats hope to re- 
gain public confidence. The Republicans 
would be pleased to see the Democrats re- 
tire in March with a record for the short 


session of having passed only the 2 ohm 
tion bills, leaving to the next Republican 
Congress the opportunity to deal with the 
currency and other important questions, 
but they are likely to be disappointed:

The great terest in the coming ses- 
sion hangs lafgely on the currency plans

be had to support it. 1 

The silver men are ready to block all 
financial legislation that contains no satis- 
factory recognition of silver, and while a 
currency reform bill might be passed in 
the House by a combination of hard-money 
Republicans and Democrats, it would 
surely be held up in thé Senate. No long 
fight like that for the repeal of the Sher- 
man Jaw can be made in the short session, 
and, in fact, no legislation that would lead 
to a prolonged struggle can be considered. 
This is the outlook for a currency reform 
bill. The Administration evidently is con- 
vinced that action by Congress at this ses- 
sion is hopeless. This message may furnish 
the cue for something beside Democratic 
policy in Congress. 

There is no disguising the fact that there 
is a strong sentiment ot opposition to the 
President among the Democratic members. 
Not a few of the statesmen who fell in the 
IN. attribute the sweeping Demo- 
cratic defeat to the course of the Admimis- 
tration and the indifference of the President 
to display interest. The Western silver men 
who will not return are ready te say some 
sharp things against the White House, and 
the bond issue will furnish the text. Then 
the currency plan may be of a n&ture to 
further Inflame the white-metal inflation- 
ists. There is a general feeling that the 
President will come in for some rough kicks 
froin his own party. 

Several Democratic Senators, Cockrell of 
Missouri is one of them, are preparing to 
take this tack. What the President may 
say with regard to the four Democratic 
pledge” bills which were hung up in the 
Senate by the Gorman syndicate, will be 
read with almost as much interest as his 
comments on the currency question.

pessimists and scoffers seemed to be right 


in the end, as they generally are in this 
defective world of ours, Although the 
causes of the infectious and epidemic dis- 
eases, these arch foes of humanity, were 
known, it had to be admitted that what 
killed the microbe also killed the host that 
harbored it, that is, the patient. The em- 
pirics were triumphant once more, as they 
have been so often in the history of med- 
icine. The symptomatic treatment was 
again on the dscendancy and rational med- 
ication which aims to strike at the root of 
the disease was at a discount. 

After all, it was agreed by the doubters 
and skeptics in the profession that what had 
been proven of real, specific value in the 
healing art was discovered not by scientific 
reasoning, not by finely spun logic or syn- 
thesis, but by coarse chance, often by out- 
siders, uneducated empirics, savages, 
shepherds, peasants, mechanics, quacks. 
There were, practically speaking, only three 
diseases for which specific remedies were 
known—malaria, syphilis and articular 
rheumatism. The great bulk of the maia- 
dies that afflict humanity—the infectious 
pneumonia, diphtheria, typhoid fever, chol- 
era, etc.—were treated symptomatically, i. 
e., unscientifically. In the light of the lat- 
est information that comes to us from 
across the water, this lamentable state of 
affairs is to be changed. For the dreaded 
infections, which used to run their course 
pretty much after their own liking, no mat- 
ter what plans of treatment were adopted, 
there will be specific remedies; for each 
disease a special anti-toxine which will 
cure on one affection and none other. A 
realization of this plan would certainly 
mean the millenium of rational medicine 
and a definite and irrevocable end to em- 
piricism. 

The first attempt apparently successful 
in this direction has been made by Behring, 
the discoverer of the diptheria anti-toxine. 
What a relief it will be to the general prac- 
titioner, when he administers this remedy, 
after the diagnosis has been established, 
with the same confidence of success, as he 
does quinine in malaria, or salicylic acid in 
articular rheumatism. If the remedy ac- 
complishes what advocates claim for it, 
there will be an end to the everlasting 
round of alternating hope and despair, of 
faith and disappointment, of enthusiasm 
and disgust, which the honest practitioner 
has had to go through within the last twen- 
ty-five years. For the history of diptheria 
has been an unenviable record of medical 
humiliation. The most heterogeneous re- 
medies were recommended, and after trial 
invariably rejected, The most glowing ac- 
counts were given of low per centage of 
mortality, attributable, it was claimed, to 
a certain remedy during one epidemic, only 
to be found useless or even injurious in the 
next. The utter demoralization prevailing 
in this matter can not be better exempli- 
fied than by the simple statement that of 
late the long forgotten and abandoned bar- 
harous treatment by the red-hot fron has 
been raked out of the rubbish of olden times 
therapeutics. 

And now, all at once, the scene of deso- 
lation, uncertainty and despondency is to 
be changed.

and protecting powers and is ready for 
withdrawal. Such manipulations require 
great skill and expeffence, many attendants 
and much capital, 

Thes trength of the serum, to which a 
small quantity of carbolic acid is added for 
the purpose of preservation, is now tested 
on guinea-pigs. The minimum quantity 
which suffices to cure an infected guinea- 
pig, which if let alone would die in thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours, is ascertained, and 
from this the quantity necessary to cure a 
diphtheria patient is computed. 

Attempts have been made by a Russian 
physiologist, Nencki of St. Petersburg, to 
manufacture a healing and immunity-pro- 
ducing remedy out of bouillon-cultures of 
the diphtheria bacilli directly, without the 
intervention of an animal. The principle 
of weakening disease producing bacteria 
was invented several years ago by a you 
Berlin savant physician, who experimente 
with the pneumonia microbe. e obtdined 
remarkable ‘results in pneumonia-infected 
animals. Nencki and his assistant, Smir- 
now, applied the same methods to diph- 
theria and found that the positive pole 
converts a poisonous bouillon-culture into 
a healing substance. Their statistics of 
recoveries of diphtheria patients treated 
with the liquid thus obtaimed (by electro- 
lysis) are even more favorable than those 
coming from Berlin. The future trials 
should tally with Nencki’s experience. 
This would mean a long step towards a 
simplification of the manufacturing proc- 
ess, which now seems to be the only disa- 
greable feature about the new remedy. 
Behring, however, as well as Aronson, 
who, so far, are the exclusive manufactur- 
ers in Germany, maintain that Nencki is 
mistaken in his €onclusions and that the 
only way to obtain the 1 substance 
for diphtheria is through the biood of an 
animal. 

Like all great discoveries, this one was 
foreshadowed years ago. Inoculation for 
the cure of diphtheria is nothing new. 
Masotto, an Italian physician, inoculated in 
1868 fifteen patients, of whom he lost one. A 
few years later another Italian inoculated 
twenty-nine, which nearly all recovered. I 
could not find in the literature on the sub- 
ject the exact statistics. At any rate 
these cases seem to have been overlooked 
or forgotten by the profession. Perhaps 
nobody believed the Italian doctors. 

The statistics of diphtheria form, as ev- 
erybody knows, the darkest chapter in the 
history of medicine. In one of the prin- 
cipal children’s hospitals in Berlin, 1,08! 
cases were treated in the years 1890-93. Of 
these 421 died, making nearly 39 per cent of 
deaths. The latest statistics coming from 
the same hospital, and based on cases 
treated by the new remedy, show 164 cases, 
of whom only about 12 per cent died. Cer- 
tainly a most remarkable diminution of the 
death-rate, when the fact is taken into 
consideration that cnly a few of the cases 
are brought to the hospital in the first 
stages of the disease. If this could be ac- 
complished, if an infected child could be 
seen and treated on the first day, there 
would be no deaths at all, according to Kos- 
sel, one of the workers and experimenters 
with the seru and 5 per cent, according 
to Rehring. What a prospect to physic- 
ians and the afflicted, especially the par- 
ents, if a disease which has been known 
in some epidemics to kill more than 50 per 
cent should, be rendered comparatively 
harmless by ‘one injection. 

But there are some clouds that have al- 
ready loomed up in the bright horizon 
of therapeutic hope and confidence. 
Baginsky, the chief physician of the chil- 
dren’s hospital above referred to, and un- 
der whose supervision the remedy has 
been tried, has a vague suspicion that some 
of the fatal cases showed extfaordinary 
weakness of the heart, but aside from this 
he feels greatly encouraged, although he is 
extremely cautious in formulating a de- 
cided opinion. For, after all, so uncertain 
has been the medicine of the past, all these 
fine results mey be accidental. For there 
have been diphtheria epidemics which were 
remarkable for their -mildness, when all 
remedies seemed to act well and nearly 

ll patients recovered, and others, when 
i same remedies, applied by the same 
physicians utterly failed and the mortality 
was fearful. 

Such a mild type is claimed to have pre- 
vailed in Berlin during the last year by 
Dr.. Ritter, who, at a meeting of the Ber- 
lin Medical Society about three weeks ago, 
asserted that he had obtained the same 
favorable results attributed to the healing 
serum with the old methods. The strength 
of this statement is weakened, however, by 
the mortality lists of the children’s hos- 
pital mentioned above. In August the rem- 
edy gave out, and immediately the mortal- 
ity rose to the appalling figures of former

CELERY CULTURE. 


The Market for It Ie Coutralied in Mich- 
igan~—Raising It Near New York.! 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Celery, like the now popular and univer- 
sally used tomato, was not long ago consid- 
ered to be poisonous, or at least unfit for 
human food. To-day the demand for the 
crisp esculent is met by gardeners North, 
South, East and West ten months of the 
year. Formerly the celery season was con- 
fined to the winter months, and prices 
ranged so high that the tables of the rich 


were alone decorated .with the graceful 
stalks. Celery in a wild state is rank, if 
not noxious, and certainly unpalatable. It 
is a plant that only attains its appetizing 
perfection after much labor and watchful 
care. For this reason.the.best.celery comes 
from the sections of the country settled by 
German gardeners. 

The great celery beds of the nation are in 
Michigan, especially in the vicinity of Kal- 
amazoo, where no less than 100,000 ecres are 
devoted exclusively to its culture. A deep, 
rich, well drained soil is required. The 
seed is planted thickly. When the plants 
reach a height of two to three inches they 
are taken up and transplanted into long 
ditches and allowed to grow until from 8 
to 12 inches tall. They are again trans- 
planted for bleaching. The stalk is kept 
covered with a dark, rich soll, heaped up 
until the flowering top is alone exposed. A 
celery farm is generally located in low, 
flat bottom lands,and the dikes ih which the 
celery is bleached are laid out with precis- 
ion, regular ditches intervening. 

Celery bleaches best when the surface of 
the dykes or mounds is frozen. Care must 
be taken, however, th the frost does not 
reach the stalks themselves, else the bleach- 
ing process is at once arrested, and a tough, 
stringy plant results. It is in the watchful 
care of the thermometric condition that the 
patience of the gardener is exercised. If the 
weather is open or warm the thickness of 
the dykes must be decreaged, else the plants 
in a too ardent warmth grow too fast, and 
thus become hollow and tough.

John Alexander McClernand was born in 
Breckinridge County, Ky., May_30, 1812, and 
was the only son of John and Fatima Mo- 
Clernand. In 1816 his father died, and the 
widowed mother and her son moved to 
Shawneetown, Ill. Here he spent his boy- 
hood Gays. They were uneventful, most of 
them being

He enlisted and served until the 
War was over. Returning from the fight 
with the Sacs and Foxes, he began the 
practice of his profession, and was soon in 
the full enjoyment of what was then a 
lucrative practice.

Young McClernand, 
full of fire and proud of his military rec- 
ord, at once accepted the challenge, but 
friends of Judge Smith prevailed upon him 
to reconsider his hasty action, and by the 
exercise of some diplomacy the meeting 
was avoided. 

CANDIDATE FOR THE SENATE. 

In 1842 Col. MeClernand (for as such he 
was known then), though scarcely past 30 
years of age, was put forward in the Dem- 
ocratic caucus as a candidate for United 
Senator. The other candidates were 
Stephen A. Douglas and Sidney Breese, the 
lntter being chosen and subsequently 
ele-cted. 

In the following year (1843) McClernand 
was elected to Congress, and served until 
1851. He was early an ardent admirer of 
Gen. Jackson, and his®first speech in Con- 
gress was a plea for the refunding of a 
fine imposed on “Old Hickory’’ by Judge 
Hall of Louisiana. While in Congress he 
was one of the most active members of that 
body, participating in the debates on all 
the absorbing questions of that day, in- 
cluding the Rock Island controversy, the 
Illinois and Michigan canal and the copper 
interests of Lake Superior. He was one of 
the staunchest advocates of the 54-40 
boundary in the Oregon controversy with 
Great Britain. The Administration found 
in him a strong supporter of its Mexican 

ar policy. 
wit — Gen. McClernand who made the 
original draft of the bill to granta quantity 
of land in aid of the construction of the 
Tilinois Central Railroad and its Chicago 
branch. 3 . 

Upon retiring from Congress, in 1851, he 
removed to Jacksonville. In 1856 he re- 
moyed to this city. Here he again drifted 
into politics, and in 1859 he was elected to 
Congress, to ‘ill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Maj. T. L. Harris. In 1860 he 
introduced a bill, repealing the law organ- 
izing the territory of Utah, in the hope 
that Mormon ascendency might 
by merging that territory into others. 
Mormon problem was now a perplexing 
public question. McClernand made a close 
study of it, and his appointment on the 
Utah Commission some twenty odd years 
later was a very natural sequence. 

: ENTERED THE ARMY. 

In April, 1861, at the urgent solicitation of 
Gov. Yates, he led an armed volunteer 
force from this city to Cairo, and while 
there intercepted a number of passing 
steamboats, loaded with arms and ammuni- 
tion, intended for the Confederate forces.

ANCIENT RBLIOS, - 


Texas Ceunty Left by the 
Indians. 


HOUSTON, Dec. 1.—Antiquarians would | 


find something to interest them in this 


county. On Big Creek, about a mile above 


the crossing.of the Houston and Summer- 
ville road, are a number of ancient stone- 
piles, concerning the origin of which the 
seologists and other scientists of that 
ty are much puzzled. They are on a 
a hundred feet above the creek bed, 
and so near to the edge of the bluff as pos- 
sible. They consist of four clusters. of 
Small stone pens, each pen about six feet 
in diameter, and 1 wo feet in height. 
There are four pens each cluster, and 
each is surrounded by a pen nearly twenty 
feet in diameter and about the same height 
the others. 
stones are — 4 small ones, and 
Were evidently gathered from the surface 
of the ground. w of them are more than 
twice large as a man's head. They were 
not built into a solid wall, but thrown 
loosely together. In all the pens, big and 
little, there must be at least a hundred and 
y wagon s of stone. 

In the center of one of the small pens a 
hole three feet in diameter has been dug 
through solid rock, a depth of nearly four 
feet, but nothing to indicate the spot as a 
burial place was found. The antiquity of 
these pens is shown by trees more than a 
hundred years old, which have grown up 
through the walls, or piles of stone. The 
*‘natives” call them Indian graves,“ but 
investigation has failed to show that they 
are such.

Bi-Weekly Pay Days axda State Immi- 
gration Commission Wanted. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 1.— Representative 
O’Brien of Jepson has introauced in the 
State Legislature a bill that, If it becomes a 
law, Which seems more than probable, bids 
fair to revolutionize the condition of the in- 
dustrial classes in the mineral section of Al- 
abama. It provides that all corporations 
shall pay of their hands bi-weekly or semi- 


monthiy in cash, instead of by the month, as 
has been the custom. There is no antago- 
nism to this measure amony the Legislators, 
so far as isknown, except a very few. To 
a great extent this law will do away with the 
commissariea Which are lu operation at all 
the mines and charge the company’s em- 
ployes what they enose for the goods sold. 

Representative McQueen has introduced a 
bill providing for the annual appropriation 
of 5%, 000 for an immigration commission of 
Alabama. The bill provides that the com- 
nrission’s sole business shall be to advertise 
the State’s advantages and induce immigra- 
tion hither. It provides that the standing 
exhibits of the state’s products shall be 
at different points in the Northwest and 
agents shall de kept continuously hustling 
tor immigrants.

an all- important work. They argue that 
the public mind is now more or less in & 
state of chpos, and, therefore, illg 
adapted to the delicate undertaking of 
fashioning an organic law that should enlist 
in its determination the coolest, most delib- 
erate and most judicial judgment that can 
possibly be had. They say that the pelitical 
atmosphere isso full of fantastic vagaries 
and dangerous heresies at this time that it 
would be essentially impossible to frame and 
adopt a constitution that would not b 
tainted in some measure with the distracting 
distemper of the period. 

Another matter of vital significence, which 
the Legisiature will be called on to consider, 
is that ot tax reform. The tax laws of this 
State are singularly erude ana ill-advised, 
wholly inoperative in some places and work- 
ing undue hardships in others. The plan of 
assessing the taxes inthefirst place is bad 
and needs to Le remedied. But, above all,the 
laws should be so amended as to eliminate 
the vicious double-tax feature that now pre- 
vails, and unquestionably does more to dls- 
courage and cripple manufacturing and atl 
other manner of corporate fenterprise In thig. 
State than all other influences combined.

The Southern Electric fender-is a ey 
frame of iron bars and wire, extending 
about two and one-half: feet before car. 
The fender is carried about three inches 
above the ground. The frame is springy. 
There is no net stretched in front of the 
dash-board to prevent a person that 
struck from dashing his head against the 
coupling: To an outsider it would seam 
that this danger would be almost as great 
as that of being ground by the wheels. 
However this fender is immeasurably cu- 
perior to any song ae by any other rail- 
road in the city. The motormen say it is a 
success. The 8 of this, as perhaps 
of all successful fenders, is that a person 
struck is thrown toward the car. This 
physical law understood, the absurdity of 
a guard set three or four feet back under 
a car is apparent. This is the prevailing 
pattern in St. Louis. 

Recurring to the Southern Electric fen- 
der, Henry Koelling of Texas avenue, 
motorman in charge of motor No. 153, said 
that the fender was a complete success as 
far as he has observed. 

He said his car struck a 5-year-old boy at 
the intersection of Ninth and Lami streets

about a year ago. There is a heavy grade 
at this point, and the motor drew two trail- 
ers. The boy attempted to cross the track 
in front of the car, and was struck while 
the train was going at a high rate of speed. 
The ‘youngster was safely landed on the 
fender without serious injury. Koelling 
recalled a case where Henry Hutten, an- 
other motorman, took on a juvenile pas- 
senger in the same manner at Ninth and 
Berry streets. “The boy was only 6 or 7 
years old,“ said Koelling. “He was not 
even scratched. Before the motorman 
could reach the ground the boy scrambled 
to his feet and ran away. . 

A young mechanic of this city has de- 
vised an apparently practicable fender of a 
somewhat more elaborate nature. He rem- 
edies the defect noted in the Southern Elec- 
tric fender by stretching a net taut. six or 
éight inches in front of the dashboard. The 
fender itself hangs under the car until 
some one releases the rope trigger 
stretched four or five feet in front of the 
car by striking or falling against it. The 
net fender, shaped like the uthern Elec- 
tric guard, is then, shot forward by a strong 
coiled spring. 

However, simple as it is, the Southern 
Electric guard is a marvel of ingenuity 
compared to any other in use in St. is. 

The large coaches of the Union Depot 
lines have nothing in the shape of a guard 
except an almost straight board set re- 
spectively before and behind the end 
trucks. The fenders in use on all the other 
lines of the city present a triangle to the

front. They seem designed to knock pav- 
ing stones, pebbles and like obstructions 
on the track. Experience does not show 
that they serve to prevent human beings 
from being mangled. Cases have even been 
known where they have pinioned thegsuf- 
ferer down until life was nearly or quite 
extinct even when the wheels did not 
touch him.

The lineman, however, made the crossin 
in safety, and when his-work was done an 
he descended to the street, the crowd that 
had so long watched him with bated breath 
felt relieved and quickly disappeared. A re- 
porter who stood among the spectators 
and had shared their freely expressed opin- 
ions that the lineman unnecessarily en- 
dangered his life, spoke to him about. it, 
when he came down, but he laughed and 
replied that there was no more risk in re- 
ens too ed wires sixty feet above ground than 
there was in driving an ice wagon. 

‘Tt’s all a matter of knowing how,” he 
said, and when one knows how and keeps 
his eyes open he won't get hurt.“ 

Bither the man did not correctly state 
his own belief or he greatly underesti- 
mates the perils of line repairing, for after- 
ward, in the repair department of the Bell 
Telephone Co., where a score or more re- 
pairers. were waiting to be sent out on 
line, the reporter listened to many stories 
of hairbreadth escapes and was told of a 
dozen or more men who have lost their 
lives in mid-air. At the best the life of a 
lineman is alwayg in peril, for he is often 
compelled to sc poles that ate thickly 
coated with ice and to balance himself on 
a slender cross-arm when the wigd is blow- 
ing a heavy gale. The greatest ddmger, how- 
ever, and the one that linemen most dread 
lies in the wires of the electric light com- 
panies. They are liable at any time to get 
crossed with the commercial wires and to 
come in contact with the deadly current 
with which they are char is to be either 
maimed for life or made into a subject for 
the coroner to sit upon. 

The companies provide every known ap- 
pliance to protect the lives of their men 
the regulations requiring that they shall 
always wear rubber gloves and boots when 
out on the line when they are liable to 
come in contact with live wires and the 
men are also required to wear a safety belt 
tested to support a weight of 1,000 pounds, 
and to strap themselves by it to the cross- 
arm of a pole while at work in mid-air. 

And yet accidents will come to men Who 
exercise every possible precaution and at 
tirnes when they have on all of the accou- 
trements called for by thé regulations. In 
illustration of this the accident that hap- 
pened to Bob Archibald several years ago 
is related. Archibald was repairing a wirs 
at the corner of Pine street and Broadway, 
and had on his rubber boots and gloves. 
As he climbed the pole he felt a slight shock 
and looking above his head he saw that a 
live electric light wire had crossed with one 
of the lighter telephone wires. He knew 
that if he came in contact with either he 
would probably be instantly killed, so ho 
cautiously made his way upward and with 
great care climbed over the deadly wire, 
It so happened, however, that the steel 
spur that was strapped around his ankle 
caught on the very wire that he was tryin 
to avoid. Instantly the current sh 
through his body, paralyzing ever limb. 
His hands relaxed their hold on the pole 
and he fell backward, but caught with his 
legs on the wire and hung there until the 
wire had burned through the flesh to the 
bone. It was fully twenty minutes before 
assistance reached him, and when his com- 
rades fastened a rope around his body and 
attempted to haul him up and away from 
the wire, he caught hold of the wire with 
his hands and they also were burned to the 
bone. His right toe was burned entirely 
away. And yet he lived. His escape is 
considered the most miraculous of any 
that St. Louis linemen have ever exper- 
ienced, 

Another wonderful escape was that of 
John Simon. An electric light wire had 
burned through the insulation and the cur- 
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ed up and took d of a Western 
nio wire. Then he learned it in a way 
E é will never forget. The current en- 
ered. his body through the nails in his 
boots, and he was unable to let go of the 
wire which an instant before he had so 
recklessly clutched. Could he have leaped 
from the roof, he would have Slagly done

Forgotten.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—There is 4 
Shabby neglected grave in the com- 
mon burying ground in Greenwood in 
the southeastern part of the great cem- 
etery.

Take St. Louls for example. Where do 
the men whom we all know by reputation, 
whose names are constantly seen in the 
newspapers,’ whose intellect and energy 
have made fortunes for themselves. and 
fame for their city, come from? An exam- 
ination into the subject will show that not 
one in ten was born here. They have come 
from the North, the East and the South; 
some from the cities, some from the vill- 
ages and some from the farms; all driven 
here by the same impelling motive of cen 
tralization which year after year has kept 


the proportionate increase of. city poptila- 
tion to that of the country ever growing 
larger. 

Many of them have been here for so long 
a time that it is hard to realize that they 
are not to the manor born. Their careers 
have been identified with St. Louis since 
away befoh the wah,“ and yet statistics 
show more clearly than, perhaps, they 
themselves realize that their early training 
was obtained elsewhere than here. It will 
be interesting to see if in another fifty 
years their sons, born within the city, will 
have heen crowded from their inherited 
places of prominence and wealth by the 
brain and brawn of the country boy. 

There are those who now maintain that 
the life of the city is not conducive to the 
highest mental, moral and physical de- 
velopment, and should the event above sug- 
gested be realized it would seem conclusive 
proof. As yet this question could hardly be 
determined ag the causes already assigned 
appear sufficient for a certain preponder- 
ance of the “fore to the local blood. 

But setting aside any discussion of the 
philosophy of the questicn and taking up 
absolute facts, there is no ssibility of de- 
nying that to-day native Se Louisans are 
away in the. background. A list of over 
forty prominent St. Louisans taken at hap- 
hazard is appended, and a perusal of it 
will show how few were really born here. 

Capt. Isaac Mason, the most promi- 
nent man in river circles, did not even re- 
ceive his first lessons in practical aquatics 
upon the Mississ His father lived at 
Brownsville, Pa., at the time of his son's 
birth, having moved there from Virginia, 
and the boy started in early at steam t- 
It was not until he 
had shown his aptitude for the life and be- 
come the captain of many vessels that he 
identified himself with St. Loufs. He has 
been a St. Louisan now for more than 
thirty years, and to the younger genera- 
tions seems almost to have grown up 
with the city. 

R. C. Kerens, the financier, is a native of 
Ireland, although he en ee the 
air of this great Republic when he was but 
S months old. His youth was spent in Iowa 
. After the war he settled in Ar- 
kansas, and later removed to the scene of 
his labors, the Pacific slope. It was not un- 
til 1876 that he became a citizen of the great 
metropolis of the Mississippi Valley.

He lived in this 
country until he was 26 years old when he 
crossed over to the States and went into 
business in Detroit, Mich. He came to St. 
Louis in 1870, bringing a lot of Michigan 
capital with him, and has been one of the 
city’s conspicuous successes. 

Prague, Austria, is the birthplace of 
William Taussig, the man who Is so largely 
responsible for the new Union Station. He 
came to America the year he arrived at his 
majority. He remained a short time in 
New York, but anxious for newer fields he 
came West and settled in St. Louis: He 
used to be a chemist and was afterwards a 
practicing physician and still later a 
county court judge.

When Sheridan Made His Famous Ride 
From Winchester. 


He Entered the War as a Private and Came Out a Lieutenant-Oolonel. 
Commanding His Regiment—Since Then He Has Chased Lo Over 


Many a Mile of Prairie and Forest, Through Winter 


Summer Weather. 


Tt was last Wednesday—the day before 
 Thanksgiving—that I went down to Jeffer- 
’ gon Barracks to see Lieut.-Col. Purington 
’ of the 3d United States Cavalry, who is in 
! command at that post in the absence of 
Col. Anson Mills. One could easily guess 

that it was round about Thanksgiving, be- 
cause I hadn't been in the commanding 
officer’s snug quarters on top of the hill 
ten minutes before a commissary sergeant 
who had met the train by which I had 
come reported to the Colonel and said: 

“Those turkeys will be down on the 3 

o’clock train, sir. They didn’t come on the 
10:30.“ 

“Very well,“ replied Col. Purington, and 
then the turkey courier saluted and made 
a very rigid and military exit from his 
commanding officer’s presence. 

This report seemed to have been luckily 
timed, for the soldier had. hardly disap- 
peared when again the door opened and 
a colored man made his appearance. 

“Mist’us say dat turkey ain't come yit, 
sah, he announced, with perceptible anx- 
lety in his tone. 

That's all right,“ responded the veteran

The commanding officer’s official quarters 
at Jefferson Barracks are in that quaint old

when the time came it seemed to me that it

—4 Then, as I had to go home for a few 
ays to arrange my affairs before going to 
the front, the 9 Was fully organ 
in my absence, and I began my military ca- 
reer as a private. There was a glorious in- 
difference among us as to whether we were 
officers or privates, as, practically, we were 
all on the same footing, and the great de- 
sire was simply to enlist and so become part 
of the volunteer army then so rapidly be- 
coming organized. 

The 19th Ohio was sent at once to Camp 
Wade at Cleveland, O., where I joined my 
company after the brief absence spoke of, 
and I was shortly made First Sergeant of 
the ge A en ‘we were ordered to 
West Vir a, where the regiment became 

art of eCiellan's division, Rosecrans’ 

rigade. About this time Capt. Buckley of 
our company was made Major of the regi- 
ment, and through the rest of the cam- 
paign in West Virginia I acted as Lieuten- 
ant of my company. On Aug. 6, 1861, the 
19th Ohio was mustered out of service, that 
being the close of the three months for 
which the men had enlisted. 

We immediately re-enlisted for three 
years, or during the war, but reorganized 
as Cavalry this time, forming the Second 
Ohio Regiment. My company, being the 
first to re-enlist, became Troop A, of the 
Second Ohio, and I was made captain. We 
iminediately went into camp, awaiting or- 
ders, and I was a t ajor in charge 
of the camp. In r of that same 
year We were ordered to join the army of 
the Frontier, then serving at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Fort Scott and through the Indian 
Territory. It was while th this army 
that the Colonel eommanding the Second 
Ohio resigned, and I was unanimously 
elected in his place. This was early in 62. 
and I was at once sent back to Ohio to be 
commissioned and to secure more arms and 
equipments for the regiment. It was while 
going back home that I backed out“ from 
the Coloneley of my regiment, the thought 
striking me that the regiment should 
commanded by a trained soldier. I report- 
ed to Gov. Tod, of Ohio, and upon tellin 
him how I felt on this point, he appoint 
Capt. A. B. Kautz, of the Sixth United 
States Cavalry, of the regular troops, as 
Colonel of the Second Ohio, and then com- 
missioned me as Lieut.-Col. 

This action was most unfortunate in its 
effect upon me all through the war there- 
after. It would have been all right if Col. 
Kautz had remained with the regiment 


rent oni 
when the Army of the Ohio was ordered 
into Kentucky. Col. utz was detailed as 
Chief of the Cavalry Staff at Washington 
and left the Second Ohio permanently, al- 
though retaining the colonelcy of the regi- 
ment. The result of this was that, while I 
had declined the command of:the regiment 
at the outset, fearing that I was too inex- 
rienced for the post, I nevertheless had 
o accept that responsibilty after all, a rank 
which I held until mustered out of the 
service in 64, having been in command of 
my regiment all that time. The result of 
this unfortunate ouffome of my modesty

The Tree of Mediterranean Origin, but 
There Are Two of Them in New England.

Very few people who drink wine under- 
stand how corks are made or where cork 
trees grow,“ said a wine tout the other 
evening.

The cork 
tree off an average lives 100 years, and its 
average height is twenty-five or thirty feet.

These trees are very rare and considered 
great curiosities.

When it is impracticable to have the ob- 
ject, then pictures must necessarily be 
substituted, and these should, from the 
nature of the case, be of the best. Pictures 
are inferior to the abject in that they pre- 
sent a generalized ideal, and in this respect, 
help the pupil too 2 since his intel- 
lectual insight is -half. digested for him, 
and thus his self-actiyity is subordinated. 

Music, as another prime means of de- 
veloping the perceptive powers, was next 
considered at length. usic appealed to 
the sense of hearing, the most intense 
inner sense. Rhythm, melody and harmony 
were emotional premonitions of organfza- 
tion, of reflection, and thought, on higher 
planes. 

Children also should be encouraged to 
collect and classify matural objects as a 
discipline in logical training. 

The lecturer continued by enlarging upon 
voice culture as a prominent means for 
securing perceptive powers. He went quite 
characteristically inte the subject of elocu- 
tion, and made some very pertinent appli- 
cations of his theory. He held that the 
Golden Rule“ of elocution, or voice ex- 
pression, was to say each word or phrase 
as if the other desired to define its signifi- 
cance by the way in which he said it. 

He concluded by stating that reading, 
grammar, and history were the most im- 
portant studies in the curriculum, in that 
the former being the embodiment of litera- 
ture, was for heart culture par excellence, 
while grammar was the best study for 
the intellect, in that it expressed the laws 
of thought, and history was essentially the 
will study. 

The imaginative stage of consciousnesg 
was announced as the subject for consider- 
ation at the next meeting.
